England's unemployment situation, 
according to some authorities, is caused 
by over-population of the fair but 
foggy isle.

Talks About the Blind 
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Give the Suburbs a Break! 

The Main Line is made up of a series of towns strung along the 
Pennsylvania Railroad. Transportation being the life-blood of suburban 
development, we may safely assume that the railroad is the reason for 
the existence of our communities, for at the time the section was growing 
there was little or no auto transportation ; no busses. 

But citizens are beginning to wonder if the very agency which 
created our community is not growing to be a deterrent. Not that the 
service is poor; it is efficient and adequate. The growing criticisms are 
based on matters of aesthetics and convenience. 

In short, is not the time ripe, in fact overdue, for an improvement 
in station facilities, for more underpasses, for better bridges? Have not 
the facilities been outgrown and outmoded in the past half-century? 

The stations which might have been considered gems of architecture 
in the gay nineties are now out of tune with the buildings which surround 
them; in fact they are a bit dowdy. The commuter of this modern day 
wants comfort and attractiveness with his transportation. 

And the towns which lie along these tracks are in many cases divided 
unto themselves. In some cases they may prefer the cloistered effect 
permitted by a bifurcated village ; in many cases it is a downright nuisance. 
In Narberth, for example, the motorist must either climb the dangerous 
bridge at Narberth Avenue or take a little voyage to Wynnewood Road 
to get from the North to the South Side, when the need has been seen 
for years of an underpass at Essex Avenue. 

The cross-Merion traveller must go either to City Line, Overbrook, 
or Bowman Avenue to hurdle the tracks. Wynnewood has one under- 
pass ; Ardmore boasts three ways to get across — none too many for a 
business center. 

The West suburbs are better off. Wayne will soon improve its 
tunnel at Wayne Avenue, but Berwyn and Paoli are in distress over the 
condition of their bridges. 

The Main Line citizen who takes his out-of-town visitor to see the 
beauties of this marvelous region must blush as he passes the stations. 
With the exception of Merion, they all need the ministrations of a modern 
architect. 

Millions are being expended in terminal improvements in the city of 
Brotherly Love. We are all getting used to the mysterious long tunnels 
at West Philadelphia and to the bathroom-tiled wonders of our 
subterranean terminal. We are proud of the growth of this tremendous 
improvement. But how about the suburbs? Must improvements on the 
Main Line be shelved for years on this account? 

The community weekly papers of the Main Line met Tuesday to 
discuss this civic improvement, and are resolved to hold the plan in the 
public eye. The reactions of our readers are sought, in the hope that 
community pride will create an increasing sentiment for stations, roads 
and bridges in keeping with the beauties of the region. 

Frankly, we believe that attractive and conveniently arranged stations 
would not only aid in the growth of the region, but would be a good 
investment for the railroad, for we are all inclined to use and support 
that in which we have pride.

Her book 
was not printed, but clone in Braille, 
and her eyes did not read the lines, 
but her fingers, passing swiftly over 
the pages, gave the messages to her 
brain which her lips transferred to us. 
No one witnessing the wonderful re- 
sults which Mrs. Greaves is obtaining 
through her unselfish and untiring work 
could restrain from a terrific gulp of 
emotion as she unfolded the tale of her 
difficulties in starting this unendowed 
school, but the rapidity of its growth 
and its ultimate recognition by social 
service organizations from everywhere 
must be proving a great source of 
satisfaction to her. Visitors arc always 
welcome at the Farm-House where 
these children live, learn, and play, at 
King of Prussia, and if one is in search 
of a cure for self-pity it can certainly 
be secured there. 

Miss Marion Beans, Junior State 
Chairman of Programs, next spoke 
about the many new and varied pro- 
grams to consider in planning a club's 
yearly schedule and gave some worth- 
while suggestions for our personal 
benefit. She urged all talented mem- 
bers to register with the Program 
Bureau being formed by the Allied 
Junior Clubs for the purpose of recip- 
rocation of talent among the organi- 
zations of different counties and cities.

The School's Health Measures 

Probably nothing has done quite so much to eradicate the dread 
disease, diphtheria, as lias the immunization of children through the toxin- 
antitoxin treatment. Each year the parents of the pupils of the Narberth 
schools are given the opportunity to have this treatment given their chil- 
dren at a nominal cost of twenty-five cents. It is urged that this year all 
pupils be permitted to receive the treatment who have not heretofore had 
it. This will include children in the kindergarten, first grade and those 
above first grade who have not previously availed themselves of the oppor- 
tunity. Dr. Sloan, president of the local Board of Health, will be in 
charge, assisted by Miss R. N. Heeney. The first treatment will lie given 
Wednesday, November 26, at 9:30 at the school. The Schick test will 
also be given to those pupils who have already received the treatments 
in order to see whether or not the toxin-antitoxin inoculations were suc- 
cessful. Letters asking for "signatures for assent" will be sent to all 
parents of children who have not been treated or the treatment not com- 
pleted. Anyone else who may be interested should call the school.

Work of Community Health and Civic Asso. 
Outlined in Annual Report of Its President 



The annual report of the President 
of the Community Health and Civic 
Association, William J. Serrill, was 
mailed recently to many householder*, 
on the Main Line. It summarizes the 
work of the Association under the de- 
partments of Health Service, Child 
Health. Housing and Improvement 
ind Regional I Manning and Zoii.ng. 

A paru ui about 100 acres in the 
'enitoty north of Montgomery Ave- 
nue near Xarherth and Cynwyd is one 
of the projects hacked by the organi- 
zation. 

The complete report follows: 

"Our community as a whole is only 
vaguely familiar with this Association 
which may be said to be its own. Its 
linis and purposes if known would be 
Sacked by every individual. Its work 
vithout doubt has made this section a 
'letter place to live in. Rich and poor 
dike benefit from its accomplishments 
—and it deserves the support of every 
resident of the territory it covers. 
These are broad statements, but they 
ire made without hesitancy. 

"The Community Health and Civic 
Association is a member agency of the 
Welfare Federation of Philadelphia. 
Originally incorporated in 1886, it was 
chartered under its present name in 
'927 to take over the activities of the 
Main Line Citizens' Association, the 
Initit Health Service, and the Tubercu- 
losis preventative work. Each suc- 
ecding year finds this Association 
hrough development and expansion 
ind by means of even wider support, 
rendering a greater and greater service 
•o the community. But ideals are 
never realized. Aims arc never fully 
attained. And greater service con- 
'inually reveals greater needs. 

"Are many things of more impor- 
ancc to a community than its general 
'lcalth? Are there many other ways 
n which the levels and standards of 
iving of any section can be raised 
han by constructive work in housing 
md impro' enicnt? Can an entire resi- 
dential territory, and all is surround- 
ngs. be more definitely and perma- 
nently served than by wise and far- 
lighted endeavors in regional planning 
md zoning? Considering such activi- 
•ies of prime importance to any com- 
munity, our efforts are directed prin- 
cipally along these lines. 

Health Service 

"Policies of the Health Service are 
juided by the Health Committee, with 
issistance from a Medical Advisory 
Committee. The latter is composed 
>f official representation from the Main 
Cine Medical Society, East Delaware 
County Medical Society and the 
riitrty-first Ward Medical Society, 
Philadelphia. On the Health Com- 
mittee — composed of our own mem- 
bers — are also represented the Lower 
Merion and Haverford Township 
Hoards of Health. School Boards and 
\merican Red Cross. The nursing 
staff consists of a director of wide ex- 
perience in Red Cross and public 
health nursing work, an experienced 
field supervisor and eight staff nurses. 
Under expert supervision these nurses 
gave bedside care to 1915 ill patients 
hi their homes the past year, carried 
.3178 child welfare cases and made 20.- 
106 visits. This nursing service grows 
steadily each year, more adequately 
filling the needs of the community. 

"The Maternity Service has grown 
rapidly. At the present lime 65(50 
••isi's a - e unde in a year — for attention 
before or after or at the time of birth 
of th" child. In little more than a year 
the delivery service has become an es- 
tablished part of the health program, 
now widely used by physicians in our 
territory. A nurse for this delivery 
service is available :>t anv hour of the 
day and at night. In addition to the 
maternity work, skilled nursing care is 
given to the acutely and chronically ill. 
including communicable diseases. In 
this latter class nurses' visits total 6369 
per vear. 

Child Health 

"Largely through the efforts of the 
Red Cross Child Health Centers have 
been established and maintained at 
Ardmore, Bryn Mawr, West Mana- 
yuuk, and some assistance given in 



connection with the two other centers 
operated by our organization at Oak- 
inont and Xarherth. These centers 
aim to keep the well child well, to as- 
sure complete health preparation for 
school, to find any defects and attempt 
to have them remedied. With a physi- 
cian and nurse in attendance, hundreds 
of children have been referred else- 
where for correction of defects. Fol- 
low-up visits of our nurses in this line 
of activity total about 5000 a year. The 
Child Health Centers function as an 
educational project in close co-opera- 
tion with the Boards of Education. 
Women's Clubs and other local agen- 
cies. Child Health films are shown 
during Child Health Week. In such 
ways are we instrumental in safeguard- 
ing the young life of the community. 
Housing and Improvement 
"Housing supervision is likewise a 
valuable service to the community. In 
spite of the seeming orderliness of this 
well-to-do community, our Housing 
Committee finds a large field of useful- 



ness. Citizens must be made to recog- 
nize and remedy unsanitary living con- 
ditions. Dangerous street crossings 
must be brought to the attention of the 
proper authorities. Co-operation must 
be g.ven the Fire Department in main- 
taining safe conditions in congested 
districts. Building codes must be main- 
tained. Unnecessary noises must be 
kept down. Such is the work of this 
committee carried on with the hearty 
co-operation of the schools and civic 
organizations. 

Regional Plann'ng and Zoning 
"The citizens of Lower Merion, 
Haverford and Radnor Townships are 
fortunate in having efficient zoning or- 
(I nances. Hence this branch of our 
•:clivit:es need not of necessity be a 
wry active one. Regional plaining, 
howe er, is of growing importance. 
Work.n.g m co-operation with the Re- 
gional Planning Federation of the Tri- 
State Distr ct. we have been active 
principally in favor of the establish- 
ment of parks and parkways. Our 
beauty snots, forests, wooded valleys 
and open spaces are f ist falling before 
so-called "improvement." To save 
them we have made spec.ilic rccom- 
mendat'on to our Township Com-

Sergeant Horatio H. Wilson, who 
li.es at 310 Parsons Avenue, Cynwyd, 
lias a record of 24 years in the Lower 
Merion Police Department, having 
joined the force in 1906. 

I found the sergeant one afternoon 
this week in the surgical ward of the 
Bryn Mawr Hospital where he was 
taken after suffering a broken leg when 
run clown by an automobile while di- 
recting traffic at a fire in front of the 
new Penn Wynne School early last 
Friday morning. 

"It's the first time I've been on my 
hack." he said. Although the break 
was a bad one, the sergeant says it 
doesn't bother him and he is cheerful 
in the enforced idleness of the ward. 
Wilson was born in Philadelphia on 
February 14, 1874. He attended school 
at what was known as the Five Points, 
on Ford Road, within a quarter of a 
mile of Woodside Park just over City 
Line. The old school building still 
stands near the filtering beds on Bel- 
mont Avenue. 

Leaving school when 13, Wilson 
worked as a teamster until he was 21. 
at which time he enlisted in the U. S. 
Marine Corps. This was just at the 
time the Spanish War broke out and 
Wilson went to Cuba with his com- 
I pany, serving under Smedley Butler 
who was then a lieutenant. 

For three years Wilson was sta- 
tioned on the U. S. S. Alabama and 
saw- service up and down the Atlantic 
; seaboard and in the Philippines. In 
1902 his ship missed a volcano eruption 
in a South American port by one day 
which buried the town and destroyed 
shipping in the harbor, "The thing 
was smoking when we were there" 
said the sergeant, "and it was lucky for 
us we pulled out when we did." 

After serving his five-year period in 
the Marines, Wilson was in the con- 
tracting business for two years and 
with his brother built the chapel of the 
Sisters of Mercy Convent at Mont- 
gomery Avenue and Merion Road. 
Merion. 

Then it was in 1906 he joined the 

| Lower Merion Police force, which he 

has served faithfully and well ever 

since. He was promoted to the rank 

\ of sergeant on October 1, 1922. 

j "In those days it was the horse 

thieves which gave us the trouble, 

while now it's the automobile thieves," 

; the sergeant said. 

j "Did you have much trouble with 
\ the drunks he ore prohibition?" I asked. 
; "No. there were two saloons in Ard- 
| more then, the Red Lion and the Ard- 
more House, but they never gave us 
much trouble. In fact," the sergeant 
j continued, "drunks cause us a darn 
i sight more trouble now as we have to 
! take them up to the hospital and get 
; them pumped out so they won't die on 
; our hands." 

! Sergeant Wilson has been married 
twice, his first wife, Margaret Pernell, 
died eleven years ago. He has one 
daughter, 14, by this marriage. His 
second wife is the former Mrs. Agnes 
Champion of Philadelphia.

Gloria Swanson or Jack (iilbcrt or 
some other idol of the screen will ap- 
pear in person you can always figure 
on a lull house.

Horse Thief Society's 93d Annual Supper 



Visions of the old Main Line in the
